“What Can I Do?” 


Illinois, with its large Negro pop- 
wation centering in Chicago, has 
been affected as a state by the same 
racial tensions which now grip 
many parts of the country. Some of 
the Christian citizens of the Cham- 
paign-Urbana area decided that the 
public should also be told of the at- 
titudes and sentiments of those who 
did not believe in racial discrimina- 
tion. They prepared the following 
proclamation of faith in racial jus- 
tice and a reiteration of their belief 
that all men should be treated as 
brothers in their community: 


“In the urgent need to make 
American community life demon- 
strate the principles we proclaim to 
the world, we, the undersigned, 
take this means to affirm our faith 
in the unsegregated community. 

“We believe that all employment 
should be on the basis of merit only. 
We would be happy to deal with 
persons who have been hired re- 
gardless of race in any business or 
institution: stores, restaurants, buses, 
services, schools, hospitals, trains, 
etc. We would be happy to work 
at our places of employment beside 
qualified persons regardless of race. 

“We believe that any family 
should be free to choose its place 
of residence. We would welcome 
neighbors on a personal basis with- 
out regard to race, creed or coun- 
try of origin . . . Our community 
should be one that makes no dis- 
tinctions on the basis of race, creed, 
or country of origin, and as indi- 
viduals, we will endeavor to make 
our personal practices match our 
faith in these principles.” 

Over 1,300 persons have signed 
this proclamation, including many 
leading citizens, hence its publica- 
tion in paid display ads in the daily 
press will have a great impact upon 
the community. 

Perhaps this is the time for all 
persons of good will to stand up and 
be counted. 


X-Ray and Forecast 


HE AWAKENING: If the people of America could see the front 
pages of the daily papers now pouring out from the cities of Asia 
and Africa, there would be waves of shock and consternation. This news- 
letter, with its many freshly revisited sources of information in the world 
of color, has received numerous reports expressing astonishment that the 
American people seemingly have no conception of the high pitch of 
emotions now pulsating through all global white-colored relationships, 
and do not realize that they are handing the Soviets — unearned — the 
greatest propaganda victory in the history of the Communist movement. 
IT SEEMS INCREDIBLE at this late hour that the American 
people and the nation’s leading politicians and editors still have not yet 
discovered that the widest and thickest plank in the Communist platform 
is “absolute race equality and the end of white supremacy,” a doctrine 
that has shaken the peoples of the earth more mightily than anything 
since the Christian message first swept forth from the shores of the Medi- 
terranean. For a thousand years the servitude of the dark-skinned peoples 
to the fair-skinned has been an undulating feverish issue, held in check 
by the superiority of armed power. 

Communism is now switching the leverage of power from the fair 
to the dark races. Moreover, during the past few weeks in the Suez in- 
cident, an Oriental statesman has handed the White West the most re- 
sounding affront and defeat in the history of East-West relations. When 
Nasser first seized the canal property, which had been operated for gen- 
erations by interests representing the great corporate wealth of the White 
West, the West screamed its anger and defiance. Nasser was labelled “an 
arrogant Hitlerian upstart who would soon get his come-uppance,” and 
whose policy would ruin the canal if Egyptains and their associates tried 
to operate it. Since then the world has been forced to recognize that 
Nasser knew what he was doing, was backed by all the nations of Asia 
and Africa and that the Egyptains, with less than half the staff maintained 
by the former owners, have been able to keep ships moving through the 
narrow water way without mishap, with daily tonnage nearly normal. 

This achievement has aroused race conciousness and East-West 
divisions as nothing has for generations. While Western diplomats and 
newspapers search Nasser’s background for signs of weakness in his re- 
lationship to the Arabian-African world, hoping he may fall— as well 
he may — the legend of white political, military and commercial superi- 
ority has been rent from hemisphere to hemisphere, from pole to pole. 
Nasser is not a particularly able man, and he may well be replaced by 
someone else, for the Arabian world is torn by jealousies and dissension. 
But Nasser’s individual fortune is only a dot on a new page in history. 

THE CRUX is that, just as Russia has been the moving power in 
promoting race equality and racial justice under the aegis of the Marxist 
doctrinaire, so has the U. S. been called upon by all our friends in Asia 
and Africa and throughout the world to seize the leadership away from 
Russia and champion the cause of racial brotherhood, in the name of 
Christian democracy — East or West. It was this rising of irresistible 
pressure that compelled the Supreme Court to make its proclamation on 
segregation months ago. 

IT IS AGAINST THIS BACKGROUND that the problem of 


integration in the U. S. should be viewed. The irony is that if the Amer-

Changing Attitudes 

RED TRADE: A leading econo- 
mist and former State Department 
Official believes the embargo on 
trade with Communist countries no 
longer has any value to the West. 
Dr. W. L. Thorp of Amherst Col- 
lege urged a congressional commit- 
tee to recognize that the ban on 
shipments, even of strategic goods 
to Communist bloc nations, had 
forced the Communists to hasten 
the development of their own pro- 
duction of embargoed items. To- 
day, therefore, both sides are very 
little affected by the restrictions, ex- 
cept as such curbs cripple world 
trade in general. Therefore Dr. 
Thorp urged that we pay less atten- 
tion to these militarized concepts 
of trade, and go all out to promote 
world commerce as essential to 
peace. Dr. Thorp described the 
Russian free trade drive and the 
ability of the Soviets to offer attrac- 
tive bargains to all countries. The 
views of the noted economist clash 
with those of the extremists in Con- 
gress who still demand that we wage 
economic war against all Commu- 
nist areas, ignoring the fact that 
these tactics have driven many neu- 
tral countries away from us and 
into the Soviet trade orbit. 

FOCUS ON CONVINCEMENT: 
A veteran congressman who has 
made a specialty of seeing Russia 
first hand has returned from his 
last trip to the U.S.S.R. with views 
sharply contrasting with those of 
most of his colleagues. Sen. Allen 
J. Ellender (D. Fla.) states that in 
Russia he was free to see anything 
he wanted to see, no one outlining 
a program for him. He thinks that 
the Russians are enjoying more free- 
dom now than under the czars, and 
he is convinced that our conflict 
with communism from now on will 
be a battle of persuasion. After a 
two and a half hour talk with 
Khrushchev, he reports the party

convince the world that “commu- 
nism is the best way of life.” The 
Russians intend to sell communism 
through trade and economic aid. 
Sen. Ellender observed much prog- 
ress in Russia since his visit there 
last year. 

“While we should not lower our 
guard until we are certain the Rus- 
sians will work for world peace 
with us, I believe the arms race 
could be stopped if the West would 
show Russia that it is preparing for 
defense and not aggression.” 
Khrushchev, with obvious feeling, 
complained that the Russian people 
had a right to feel that America in- 
tends to attack them, because they 
are surrounded by American air 
bases from which bombers could 
strike Soviet cities in a matter of 
minutes. The senator feels we must 
now convince the Russians that our 
military preparations are not aggres- 
sive and turn our energies toward 
fighting the battle of minds — for 
the Russians are centering all effort 
on convincing the Asian and Afri- 
can peoples that communism is the 
best way of life. 

EDUCATION EXCHANGE: 
England’s famous Oxford Univer- 
sity will have 40 Soviet students 
and teachers on its historic campus 
this next year. Moscow University 
and Oxford have worked out stu- 
dent and professor exchange pro- 
grams — the first between East and 
West —which is expected to ac- 
complish much in changing atti- 
tudes throughout the world. 

There has been some agitation in 
U. S. educational circles to follow 
the lead of the Oxford-Moscow 
agreement. It is expected that by 
next year such a program may be 
announced unless extremists, in and 
out of Congress, succeed in block- 
ing the effort. Several universities 
have already signified their willing- 
ness to exchange professors and stu- 
dents with Russian institutions. 

MORE FREEDOM OF 
THOUGHT: Many visitors recently 
returned from Russia report that 
there is a distinct longing among 
Russian intellectual leaders — edu- 
cators. scientists, writers and edi- 
tors —for a stable and peaceful 
community life, undisturbed by in- 
trusion of police methods or politi- 
cal pressures. Since Stalin’s death 
these groups in the Soviet have 
been given much more freedom — 
the result, a great boom in litera- 
ture, art. education and science. 

Americans have found Russian 
intellectuals eager to renew foreign 
contacts, expressing the earnest wish 
that nothing now will disturb this 
international cultural fellowship. 
This hunger for stability and secur- 
ity, that the spirit of man may 
move forward toward a richer and

ican people were adequately informed and had sufficient genuine Christian 
leadership in community life, we would be rising to this opportunity with 
greatness, instead of giving the world a fresh picture of race discrimina- 
tion in the U. S. with troops called out to protect Negro children and their 
parents from white mobs. 


HE PROBLEM OF INTEGRATION would be solved without diffi- 

culty and with “deliberate speed” if the good character and good 
sense of the average American citizen were permitted to function normal- 
ly. “Deliberate speed” in border Dixie states should add up to about ten 
years for complete desegregation; in the Deep South a generation or more 
will be needed. Legal authorities believe the Supreme Court will sustain 
this estimate if the task is sincerely undertaken. When the NAACP and 
other pro-integrationists demand greater haste, forcing the issue faster 
than attitudes can be adjusted, they do irreparable harm to the cause they 
espouse. Approximately 300,000 Negro children entered integrated classes 
this fall, according to the Southern Education Reporting Service, with 
about two million Negro children continuing in segregated schools. This 
one-sixth gain is a very substantial one. A hundred years of neglect and 
indifference cannot be erased overnight. 

Where school and civil authorities have planned conscientiously 
and carefully in the border states, integration has been introduced without 
incident or too much ill feeling. This has been true in St. Louis, Baltimore, 
Louisville and 600 other school districts bordering on the Deep South and 
ranging from Texas to Maryland. It’s the bad news and reports of violence 
that get the headlines. There have been no serious disturbances in any of 
these areas except where organized racial fanatics have deliberately 
stirred up trouble. 

EVEN IN THE DEEP SOUTH where rabble-rousing editorials 
declare “it can never happen here,” every inquiry reveals that the great 
majority of white citizens readily concede that segregation is un-Christian 
and undemocratic, that the Negro must some day be given the full priv- 
ileges of citizenship, and that the states must proceed with the task of 
providing the opportunities that will prepare the Negro for full citizenship. 
In Alabama recently 61,000 voted against the bill to abolish the public 
schools if necessary to prevent integration, with 97,000 voting for the bill, 
revealing that over one-third of Alabama voters are against such rash ef- 
forts to evade the problem. The same showing has occurred in Virginia 
and elsewhere. This one-third of the Deep South’s population who are for- 
ward looking on the issue is seldom represented in the headlines. 


THE BEHAVIOR OF THE NEGROES — in contrast to that of 
the white extremists — is a telling factor which hasty press reports have 
failed to reflect. All classes of Negroes, with rare exception, have accepted 
the threats and jeers of mobs with a dignity and calm that would add 
lustre to any race. Bayard Rustin, Negro peace worker, has put it suc- 
cinctly, “Societies can only be redeemed by those within them who are 
oppressed . . . When the black brother can take the slap without striking 
back, they help the whites. This is a beautiful thing . . . The behavior of 
the American Negro can free the American people from their dilemma.” 

THE TONE OF NEGRO ATTITUDES was set months ago in 
the Montgomery, Alabama, bus strike. The Negro pastors in Montgomery 
preached Gandhian non-violent passive resistance as a Christian principle 
for the hour, an idea and attitude which flowed out readily into the mind 
of the American Negro. For all colored people over the globe have been 
deeply affected by the influence of Gandhi's life and teachings — a force 
the white world has scarcely recognized. The Negro pastors in Montgom- 
ery preached “We will not ride those buses as long as they demand segre- 
gation. We will keep walking, but we will walk with love for the white 
man in our hearts. We will not walk with hate.” 

MUCH HARM HAS BEEN DONE to white-Negro relations by 
the biased handling of the congressional subcommittee’s hearing on de- 
segregation in Washington, D. C. The committee, dominated by pro- 
segregation Southern congressmen, has drawn forth lurid testimony on 
conditions prevailing in some integrated Washington high schools. As this 
newsletter pointed out months ago, desegregation runs head on into the 
fact that, in every large Negro community, a considerable proportion of 
the population unfortunately lives at a low moral and cultural level; pro- 
miscuous cohabitation is often found in the midst of swarms of growing 
children with a high ratio of venereal disease mixed with poverty and il- 
literacy. Dump Negro children out of such an environment into white 
schools where most of the other pupils come from average middle class 
homes — and there is trouble. But there are many more enlightened, re- 
sponsible Negro families whose character and integrity contribute much 
to any school community.

FREEDOM OF INFORMA. 
TION — HERE? A _ few months 
ago, when the spirit of Sen. Mc. 
Carthy had poisoned the atmos. 
phere of our national life, a libra. 
rian or professor hardly dared let 
it be known that he had a book on 
communism in his possession. Now, 
however, a new movement among 
America’s leading educators is un- 
der way to include, in classroom in. 
struction, lessons on the meaning of 
communism, placing in school li. 
braries literature that describes the 
origin and teachings of the Marx. 
ist doctrinaire. 

Educators and religious leaders 
have mobilized for a campaign that 
will permeate the entire American 
school system and make it possible 
to teach our children the facts 
about communism so they will 
know the cultural, economic and 
political conditions under which 
half the world lives. Pilot programs 
are now being prepared to be in- 
augurated in selected schools. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has strongly en- 
dorsed this program. “Competition 
for men’s minds begins when they 
are students,” he said. “This is when 
they must be taught to discriminate 
between truth and falsehood.” 


Guns & the Golden Rule 


There is much discussion behind 
the scenes about the recurrent prob- 
lem of American planes being shot 
down along the Communist bor- 
ders, both in Europe and off the 
coast of Red China. In August, a 
U. S. Navy plane was shot down 
into the water along the China 
coast with the tragic loss of all fif- 
teen men aboard. The U. S. de 
manded reparations for both the 
plane and the crew — demands 
which Peking has flatly rejected, 
charging that the plane was over 
Chinese territory. 

Powerful forces in this country 
try to make all such incidents 4 
cause for war . . . our flag has 
been fired upon, Americans have 
died, — hence a virile America 
must fight. But there are others. 
even in the military, who believ 
that the U. S. will have to recog 
nize sentiments prevailing in th 
rest of the world.

feel is American arrogance in usurp- 
ing the right to crowd our armed 
patrols close to the frontiers or 
coastlines of other nations, includ- 
ing Communist areas. The question 
arises repeatedly “How would 
Americans react if the Russians or 
the Red Chinese, or even the French 
or Italians, constantly cruised their 
warships and planes within sight of 
New York, Boston and Philadel- 
phia; were seen making routine ob- 
servations near San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Seattle?” In this day 
of jet speed, moreover, it is impos- 
sible for pilots to accurately respect 
frontier lines. In a matter of sec- 
onds, a U. S. military plane may 
unintentionally cross the line over 
enemy waters. As every officer who 
has served abroad knows, such in- 
cidents occur frequently without 
the knowledge of the unfriendly 
power. Occasionally, however, a 
Red plane may be close and a clash 
occurs. Then the question arises 
again in the minds of millions, 
“What right has the U. S. to be 
traveling so close to their frontier— 
and if shots are fired, what right 
have the Americans to protest?” 
Few editors and commentators have 
dared to bring this to public atten- 
tion. 

Is it unpatriotic, possibly sub- 
versive, to suggest that we observe 
the Golden Rule in military policy? 


Italian Peasant Revolt 

Because of its religious over- 
tones very little is being reported in 
this country about the general strike 
which is developing among the 
masses of propertyless farm work- 
ers all over Italy. The strike has 
been gathering momentum through- 
out the summer and may now 
reach serious proportions unless 
counter moves are made soon. 

The farm workers’ strike is or- 
ganized by both the Communists 
and the non-Communist trade un- 
ions which gives it unusual prestige 
in the eyes of the industrial work- 
ers. In many parts of Italy, espe- 
cially in the semi-feudal south 
where the church has large land 
holdings, peasants still live in con- 
ditions of poverty unknown any 
place else in Europe except in 
Spain, where the same situations 
prevail both economically and spir- 
itually as in Catholic Italy. World 
Around Press reports one case 
Which illustrates the attitudes con- 
tributing to the upheaval: the Baron 
of Calabria, who owns 59,000 acres, 
keeps one-third of all his land as a 
game preserve for his hunting holi- 
days. Not only are there thousands 
of landless peasants living in hovels 
all around these holdings but with- 
in the game preserve the olives are 


left on the ground as food for the

GOP politics required that Washington, D. C., schools be integrat- 
ed quickly. The pro-segregation Southern congressmen directing the Wash- 
ington hearings deliberately played up the unhappy results of hurried in- 
tegration. Little attention was given to the testimony of educators who had 
achieved integration without difficulty in more fortunate communities. 

A DANGEROUS VIRUS IS SPREAD when the press and politi- 
cians play up the lurid and sensational, for the new sinister Ku Klux Klan 
movement, known as the White Citizens Council, feeds on such material 
and is growing daily. The extremists no longer masquerade in white bed 
sheets, although they burn crosses and spawn the kind of hoodlumism that 
speeds through Negro communities at night, screaming obscenities as they 
fire shots into Negro houses. Brazenly flaunting the law, they bully and 
intimidate civil authorities and openly incite mob violence. The “rougher 
elements” in the Councils are always blamed for the more flagrant out- 
rages, for the White Citizens Councils usually include average business- 
men up and down the main streets of Southern communities — many of 
whom are pressured into joining — and boast a large majority of “God- 
fearing church members,” even some pastors. 

THE SPREADING VIRUS was seen first hand by your editor 
shortly after his return from abroad while filling speaking engagements at 
Henderson, Kentucky. This lovely prosperous community of 25,000 is 
near Clay and Sturgis, Ky., where the National Guard patrolled for two 
weeks to prevent violence. Henderson leaders had met the problem in 
their own community with foresight and Christian courage, beginning in- 
tegration this fall in the lower grades. While in Henderson we visited 
Sturgis and Clay and talked to the school people and to Negroes as armed 
troops stood on guard. Repeatedly it was emphasized that those who 
would meet the problem with fortitude and constructive action were made 
helpless by sudden flames of hatred ignited by a few fanatics. Immediately 
after our visit in Henderson, the Kluxers moved into that stable commun- 
ity, spreading dissension and bitterness as they campaigned for a white 
boycott against integrated school rooms—a boycott which fortuntely 
failed. In frequent conversations with the ministers of Henderson, with 
the mayor and the chief of police, all men of outstanding ability and 
Christian character, we could not escape the feeling that here in a small 
crucible were the elements of war and peace. How will we face alien life 
around us? We are born to live in the same world. As in our international 
relations, are we creating a dominion of hate or Christian goodwill? 

Only one Southern white in twenty, perhaps even less, harbors the 
kind of racial antagonism that could be readily enflamed by the fanatics. 
But one in ten, out of a population of 25,000, means a mob of over 1,000!

wild boar. An old woman who had 


collected a kerchief full of olives 
was sentenced to two months’ im- 
prisonment. 

The peasants began their agita- 
tion last spring, and since the Ro- 
man Catholic Church and its insti- 
tutions comprise the largest land 
ownership in Italy, the peasants re- 
spectfully carried madonnas with 
their red Communist flags as they 
staged their protest parades! Only 
after they had forcibly occupied 
acreages held by absentee owners 
did the ruling Christian Democrat 
party in Rome start a limited pro- 
gram of land reform which has 
eased some of the tension. But the 
great landowning families have 
much power, both in politics and in 
the church, hence no political party 
is able to carry land reform very 
far. The church works in close-alii- 
ance with the political leadership 
and its influence is distinctly on the 
side of the landowners, although 
the Pope makes frequent statements 
about the need for a more just 
economy. Italian Protestants believe 
that the Pope is sincere in his ef- 
forts for reform but his influence is 
not great enough to break up the 
deep rooted economic structure of 
the Roman Church. 

The American press played up 
Communist losses in the last elec- 
tion in Italy’s industrial centers but 
ignored the gains that the Commu- 
nists made in the rural areas. As in 
America, the farmers have not 
shared in the boom times that have 
benefited Italian industrial workers. 
The Communists, losing their grip 
somewhat among the more prosper- 
ous urban workers, are now con- 
centrating on the farm areas. 


Protestants Suffer 

As American military expendi- 
tures increased in Spain and Ameri- 
can influence grew, Protestant lead- 
ers have hoped that persecution of 
the free Evangelicals living under 
the Franco dictatorship would be 
eased. This was especially hoped for 
with the increase of the number 
of Americans serving in U. S. mili- 
tary missions in Spain. 

During past weeks, however, po- 
lice have descended upon a print 
shop in Madrid where Bibles, hymn 
books and other matter were being 
printed for Protestant organizations. 
All these materials were confiscated 
and the printing shop closed by 
police order. The police then raided 
a bookbinder’s shop and confiscated 
all the finished Bibles that were 
ready for shipment to the Protestant 
churches. The police also entered a 
Madrid warehouse of the British 
Bible Society and carried off two 
truckloads of Bibles and Testaments.

tant Theological Seminary in Spain 
not supported by outside funds, and 
thus not under foreign protection, 
remains closed in Madrid, and all 
efforts to get a permit for its open- 
ing this fall failed. Last May, how- 
ever, nine young men graduated 
from the American-supported Bap- 
tist Seminary in Barcelona, Spain. 
Seven of the students will become 
pastors in Spanish Protestant 
churches, knowing they will suffer 
continual persecution from both Ro- 
man Catholic and civil authorities. 

Spanish Protestants report that 
nine converts are being baptized at 
Tabernes, Spain, as a result of the 
imprisonment of a Baptist mother. 
Senora Lumbreres was jailed for fif- 
teen days because she conducted a 
Bible study class in her home, and 
her sentence was extended for fif- 
teen additional days because she 
continued her Christian witness 
within the jail! She said she re- 
ceived bad treatment at first but 
afterwards they “softened consider- 
ably,” and she was able to continue 
her testimony. The nine conversions 
resulted. 


CHRISTIANS OF ASIA AND 
AFRICA: The churches of Asia and 
possibly Africa will hold a confer- 
ence in 1957 destined to be as im- 
portant to the Christian world as 
the Bandung Conference in 1955 
was to global politics. Plans are 
under way to include African 
church officials. The Christian lead- 
ers will gather to consider the or- 
ganization of a Christian body rep- 
resenting the world of color and 
designed to serve as a medium for 
the exchange of information, re- 
sources and personnel. The 1957 
gathering is being called jointly by 
the International Missionary Coun- 
cil and the World Council of 
Churches. The need for this confer- 
ence has arisen from the fact that 
many Asian Christians are already 
assisting each other and cooperating 
in various fields. Workers from the 
Philippines are serving churches in 
Thailand, Nigeria, Indonesia and 
Okinawa: Indians are working in 
Indonesia; Japanese and Koreans 
are working in Thailand and in the 
Philippines. 


PROHIBITION IN INDIA: One 
of the remarkable things about In- 
dia is the very low consumption of 
alcoholic beverages in the entire 
country. India’s prohibition law 
has come by popular request and 
has popular support. The establish- 
ment of bars and drinking clubs 
came with the British occupation 
generations ago, but after the Brit- 
ish left, these bars and drinking 
clubs were eyesores to the Indian 
community where both Hindu and 
Mohammedan tradition prohibits 
the use of alcohol.

Failure comes because the remaining population, citizens of goodwill, have 
no technique to meet the mob. When the state police and the National 
Guard are called out with tear gas and bayonets, the spirit of war has 
taken over. Peace is no longer a valiant angel but a frail cripple with 
torn and broken wings. 

THE POWER OF CHRISTIAN TRUTH shines out in these hours 
of testing as the one and only force that can bridge the smoldering chasms 
of hatred which violence creates. Wherever pastors of both races, and 
leading Christian laymen, have established themselves as a force for inter- 
racial good will and guidance in the community, the situation rarely 
reaches the mob state. And if it should, the mob has an opponent it can- 
not defeat. When laymen turn cowards under fire, pastors must often stand 
alone. Sometimes pastors have walked on alone to Golgatha. We believe, 
however, that each Golgatha has its Easter. When communities have 
failed to meet the requirements of an orderly civilized society, such civic 
and social failures are always preceded by individual spiritual and moral 
failures. The struggle is between good and evil stretching across the seas, 
across the street or across the hearts of two men as they watch their chil- 
dren climb the steps of a school building. 


OW TO MEET INTEGRATION: A close-up study of Louisville, 

Ky., throws much light on the problem, a light that can, perhaps, 
benefit your community. When the school bells rang in Louisville this fall, 
white and Negro pupils filed into the classrooms together, gave the pledge 
of allegiance and settled quietly at their desks with scarcely a ripple 
throughout the community of 400,000. And 25 per cent of the city’s pub- 
lic school children are Negroes. But behind this achievement in Dixie- 
land stand years of conscientious, spiritually motivated planning. The 
Louisville churches, white and Negro, have cultivated increasing fellow- 
ship and cooperation for several years. The pastors of both races have 
worked closely together with their eyes open to the moral problems that 
have afflicted community life. They have taken active responsibility in 
dealing with juvenile and adult delinquency, often working closely with 
police and judiciary officials. 

Long before the Supreme Court decision, Louisville already had 
ended segregation on the local transit system; had quietly ended segrega- 
tion at the main Public Library; had merged the all-Negro Municipal Col- 
lege in 1950 with the University of Louisville without incident, adding a 
Negro sociology professor to the University faculty. The Police Depart- 
ment was integrated and Negro policemen were helping greatly in dealing 
with conditions in Negro areas. The city had elected a Negro to the Legis- 
lature for the first time in any Southern state since the carpetbagger era, 
and a Negro citizen, much esteemed, was elected to the City Council. 

After the Supreme Court’s school decision, Louisville removed re- 
strictions on the use of other public facilities — parks, golf courses, the 
municipal amphitheater. Then the mayor, without fanfare, ordered the un- 
publicized integration of city playgrounds, and this was accomplished in 
1955 without incidents, for church leaders and church youth groups had 
been alerted to aid the recreational authorities in making the adjustment 
fairly and smoothly. 

By the time of the Supreme Court proclamation, committees of 
white and Negro teachers had already been meeting, bringing into the 
open and ironing out prejudices, doubts and fears between them. With 
school principals and teachers of both races working together, the Board 
of Education announced in June of 1955 that the schools would begin in- 
tegration in 15 months. Parents of both races were then invited to meet- 
ings, usually through PTA groups, to discuss integration, and again the 
deep-seated concerns (such as fears of interracial marriage) were aired. 
Next came a long series of meetings with clubs and other organizations at 
which educators presented the subject, answered questions — sometimes 
these were informal sessions and “off the record”; sometimes they were 
open. Supt. of Schools Omer Carmichael (who was born in Alabama and 
is a 100 per cent product of the South) made about 60 anti-segregation 
speeches, and he and other officials appeared often on radio and television. 


When actual integration started, the School Board did all possible 
to avoid compulsion. Parents were left free to send their children to other 
more distant schools where few Negroes lived. Population shifts are ex- 
pected throughout the city as parents seek to locate near schools that are 
largely white. Negro parents also have frequently preferred to have their 
children in schools where there are more Negroes. But a great city is suc- 
cessfully achieving one of the most difficult transitions that has ever faced 
urban life — because men have planned and prayed, implementing their 
plans and prayers with understanding and Christian love.

U. S. Foreign Service 

For generations students aiming 
at careers in the U. S. foreign sery. 
ice found that Georgetown Univer. 
sity, Washington, D. C., a Jesuit ip. 
stitution, was almost the only place 
they could get adequate training. 
Thousands of Protestant young peo. 
ple went through Georgetown and 
entered their careers, trained and 
coached in policies and viewpoints 
shaped by Vatican concepts of 
world politics. Some years ago the 
Methodist Church founded Amerj- 
can University in Washington, D.C,, 
to provide an opportunity for young 
Protestants to receive training in in- 
ternational affairs under guidance 
of their own religious fellowship, 
The Methodists have now anpn- 
nounced that one million dollars 
will be spent to establish a gradu- 
ate school of international studies 
at American University which will 
provide further facilities for ad- 
vanced preparation in this field for 
Protestant youth. 


FRANCO AND HITLER: The 
State Department recently released 
a group of Nazi documents that re- 
mind the world of General Fran- 
co’s enthusiasm for Adolf Hitler, 
General Franco shines through these 
pages as a sycophant of Hitler, 
cheering the Nazi conquests of Bel 
gium, Holland and France. In a 
letter to Hitler, Franco called the 
Nazi march across Europe “the 
greatest battle in history.” He said 
that the Spanish people regarded 
Hitler’s triumphs “as their own.” 
This is the same Franco with whom 
the American military are now co 
operating, referring to the new 
American air bases in Spain as 
“citadels of freedom.” The fact that 
there is no religious or political 
freedom in Spain seems not to af- 
fect the morality of military ex- 
pediency.
